o. A railroad and foot bridge has been temporarily reconstructed! with a 
narrow walkway for pedestrians » 

d. A railroad bridge? which was damaged slightly during the war, has been 
reconstructed# 

e, Kazimierz Wielki bridge is totally destroyed. 

According to informant, there are no indications that these destroyed 
bridge® will be reconstructed in the near future. 

2. A new bridge has fcieen constructed over the small Proenioa river, near Bialogard 
(Belgard-055M3), on the Szczeoin«Koszalin«Gdynia railroad line. This railroad 
line has double tracks between Gdynia and Wejherowo and a single traok the 
remainder of the way. Informant did not observe any large construction work in 
process along this line. 
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One of the largest Polish engineering troop centers, which accommodates several 
thousand engineers, is located in Podjuchy (Podejuoh*-0$!vQ5$) Another large 
center ia located in Karlo»iiee(P52/C$2), near Wroclaw, along the Oder river .«
